Emperor of China, written by tho hand 
ot Secretary of State Hay, is a great 
document, designed to meet a most ex- 
traordinary situation.

good a one that the president could not 
afford to let it go unimproved. 
It 


brought also most peculiar and delicate 
resjjonsibi'ities, which had to be met with 
wisdom, with careful weighing df every 
word. 


There was splendid opportunity to 


reach the ptivy council, the tsungli va- 
tnon, the emperor, the empress dowager 
and all the elements which form the 
existing central government at Peking 
with a word of warding. This warning 
is unmistakable and yet it contained no 
word of defiance or threat.

at Peking is new confronted with an im- 
perative. It must restore the ministers 
to their natural and proper condition 
enable them to freely communicate with 
their governments—or it must acknowl- 
edge that they co longer live.

promptly, within a few hours, or other- 
wise the world, now waiting, hopeful 
but suspicious, will with ore accord 
adopt the unwelcomed alternative fact. 


If the world be forced to this alterna- 


native there can be but one ending, and 
this a war of civilization upon China and 
without much' doubt a breaking up of 
the ancient empire.

Washington, July 25—Twenty thou- 


sand people at Cape Nome City.'Alaska, 
are in danger ot death by disea'so. Most 
recent'reports from the plague-stricken 
camp came today and describe a horrible 
condition of affairs that is unparalled in 
the history of the Northwest. 


Writing from Nome Harbor on June 


29 Surgeon R. G. Ebert reports in a 
letter received today by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg that within three weeks 
this little settlement of nets and ehacks 
has grown from a scattered villnge of 
2,700 to a place of 20,000 people—set- 
tlers mad with the fever for pold and 
entirely without regard for the welfare 
or the condition of their neighbors. 


"Already," says the surgeon in hie 


report, "there are 700 cases of enteric 
fever and, thirteen known as cases of 
smallpox.. Even these figures could not 
be vouched for, because there is no 
truth telling in this country." 


Not a S)>ark of Uimmnlty. 


The settlement is said to icek with 


filth and eewage: 
the 
streets 
are 


described as being paved with decaying 
matter, and there is said to exist'at 
Nome DO spirit of generosity or a scin- 
tilla of interest in .what happened to a 
majority of the people as Jong as this, 
man or that man flnda the treasure he is 
seeking. 
• 


Dr. Ebert Bays there are absolutely 


no provisions for the destruction or re- 
moval of garbage and unsanitary refuse 
matter. The hordes of gold'seekers 
that have arrived have swamped the 
settlement, and a state of-ntter anarchy 
practically exists, with every man look- 
ing out for himself, with no care of what 
happens to the next man. 


Probably the most hopeless feature of 


the entire situation is the lack of author- 
ity in Nome. 


Insane Wlt.li Gold Fever. 


The people are so intent on getting 


rich in a few days that they will not 
give money hoarded for other purposes, 
for the cleansing of the settlement. 
In- 


deed, it is most difficult,; according to 
Surgeon Ebert, to hire labor at any 
price. 
Wells are not dug, so insane 


with the gold fever are the settlers, and 
water is selling at 7 to 10 cents a gallon 
and it is very bad at that. 


Common laborers receive 81 an hour; 


mechanics SI.50 an hour and teams $10 
an hour. Owing to these high prices it 
is almost impossible to carry out the 
orders of the general. 
All the commis 


sioners except one have resigned or ' 
ceased to act. 


General Randall, who is in charge of 


the military io Nome, has acted on a 
suggestion of the chief surgeon. Dr.

AS A RESULT CROPS HAVE AD- 


VANCED VERY RAPIDLY, 


The Week Was Very Favorable for 


Corn—Winter 
Wheat 
and Rye 


Mostly in Shock—Wet Interferes 
With Haying—Tobacco Crop Good 
—Potatoes in Fine Condition. 
Following is the cflicial weather and 


crop report for the week ending with 
July 24: 


The mean temperature for the week 


was generally slightly lower than last 
week, and ranged from seventy degrees 
over the southern counties to sixty-two 
degrees along the northern border. The 
temperature during the week was quite 
even and no decided changes occurred. 


Heavy and almost continuous raits 


occurred during the week over the en- 
tire southern and central portions of the 
state. At some points, especially in 
Adams. Juneau, Wood, Clarke, Colum- 
bia and Dane counties, the rainfall was 
excessive, the total for the week rang- 
ing from three to live inches. 
Over the 


northern portion of the state the precip 
itation was rather light, being generally 
less than one inch. Severe local storms, 
accompanied by high winds and hail, 
occurred in, a few localities, resulting to 
considerable damage to crops in limited 
areas. The rainfall during the past few 
weeks has been sufficient to thoroughly 
saturate the soil and as a result all 
growing crops have advanced with great 
rapidity. 


The week was very favorable for corn 


The heavy rains except in a few locali 
ties, have not washed the fields to any 
great extent, and the present condition 
of the crop warrants the prediction of a 
large yield. Early plantings are in tas 
sel and in some sections the silk is be- 
ginning to appear. Thua far the c 
is generally free from smut. 


Winter wheat and rye are mostly in 


shock. The excessive rains and high 
winds in some sections caused som 
damage. 


Very little harvesting inoats and bar- 


ley was done during the 
week, on 


account of the wet weather, although 
oats and barley are generally ready 
to 


cut in the southern and central coun- 
ties. 


The heavy and continuous raius have 


flooded marshland and interfered with 
haying. 
The crop on upland is very 


light. 


Pastures have continued to improve 


and are now in excellent condition, 


No hail was reported 
from the to- 


bacco section during the week. 
The 


crop is making vnry rapid growth, and 
promises a large yield. 


Potatoes continue to make excellent 


growth ond there is now sufficient moist- 
ure in the soil to fully mature the crop. 


Recent rains have filled the reservoirs 


and the present condition of the cran- 
berry crop is good, although some dam- 
age was done by frost on June 30. 


The berry crop has been improved by 


the rains. 
Apples continue to fall badly, 


and the crop will not be large.

The clis- 
ipatch dated July 13 says a courier 
Irom Pekin relates that since June 20 
the foreign ministers had been be- 
sieged in the British legation and that 
the marines were making a vigorous 
defense. 
The supply oj ammunition 


•was low and the peril of those in the 
legation was great. 
Up to the time 


the courier left Pekin the loss of the 
marines had' been sixteen killed and 
seventeen wounded.

The 
discovery 
that 


Charles was an agitator filled with the 
belief that he ought to resent the 
supposed indignities inflicted on his 
race by the whites, and t-.hat he had 
heen distributing literature, calling on 
"the crushed and trampled spirit of 
the blacks to assert itself," makes the 
triple murder different from others of 
the same kind here, and will proba- 
bly lead to important results in view 
of the already somewhat strained re- 


. lations between the whites and ne- 
groes. For some time past there have 
been frequent burglaries committed in 
this city. Several negro women called 
attention to two suspicious-negroes on 
Dryades, near Washington street, as 
possible. burglars. 
Sergeant 
Aucoin 


with two policemen went 
after the 


negroes. 


A 
few words were 
interchanged 


•when the negroes suddenly opened fire 
on the officers. 
One of the negroes, 


who was subsequently 
identified 
as 


Charles.engagecl the two policemen in 
combat. 
He wounded Officer August 


Mora fatally, one bullet 
penetrating 


his left hand, the other the left thigh. 
Charles, 
slightly 
wounded, escaped 


during the shooting, but the other ne- 
gro, Leonard Pierce, was captured af- 
ter a. desperate struggle. Pierce re- 
fused to betray his friend, 'but finally 
said that Charles, lived in Tin Cup row 
on Fourth street, near Saratoga street. 


Captain John Bay, who commanded 


the precinct, started at once for the 
place with Sergeant Corporal 
Pier- 


rier and several patrolmen. 
It was 


shortly 
after 
3 a. m. 
when 
they 


reached the cottage. 
It opens not on 


the street, but on an alley. 
Captain 


Day and Sergeant Aucoin led the way 
up the alley, fonowed by Policemen 
Lamb and Trenchard. 
They • rapped 


on the door of Charles' room. 
An- 


other 
door 
suddenly 
opened 
.and 


Charles fired on the police. 


His first shot hit Captain Day in the 


shoulder, shattering it. A second shot 
struck the captain in the head, and he 
fell over, face forward. 
The 
third 


bullet struck Lamb in the head, going 
through his brain. The officer pitched 
forward head downward. 
The negro 


kept on firing with such 
precision 


from behind the protection of the door 
that the other 
police 
retreated. 


Charles then stepped from his room 
to where the body of Captain Day lay, 
and, cursing him, fired three shots into 
the body of the dead or dying man. 


He then opened fire on 
Corporal 


Perrier at the other end of the alley.

lie Tsi!ii?n. 


The first of the urmy of 50,000 offi- 


cials who will have the t:isk of count- 
ing' the population of Great Britain in 
1001 have Iieun already appointed, says 
the iioiidcn Daily Mail. 
These are 


merely subordinate clerks, but their 
appointment records the beginning of 
:he great work on which the status of 
every hamlet, village, town, city and 
county iu Groat Britain is fixed for an- 
other deciido. 


A year hence the census office, a de- 


partment ol! tho registrar general's of- 
fice1, will be hard at work arranging 
and compiling the schedules gathered 
from every inhabited si>ot of England, 
Scotland and Wales. Before that time, 
however, a vast amount of preliminary 
work has to be done. For the purposes 
of tluv census Great Britain is divided 
into 040 districts, each under a super-, 
intondi'iit registrar. Each district will 
contain t'roiu 10 to 12 subdistricts, ai>- 
proxiiaut.cly about 2,000 in all, and ev- 
ery snlidistvict is again divided into 
enumeration districts numbering in 
round lifvurcs some -10,000.
